Letters vary 
from ¥90 to ¥130, depending on the destination. 



Smoking 


Although smoking is prohibited in most public facilities 
as a general rule, there are some facilities with smok¬ 
ing areas. Smoking is prohibited when specified in the 
streets of downtown areas, shops, restaurants, etc. 




Currency 


The yen (¥) is the currency of Japan. Bills come in de¬ 
nominations of ¥10,000, ¥5,000, ¥2,000, and ¥1,000. 
(Nowadays ¥2,000 bills are rare.) 

Coins come in denominations of ¥500, ¥100, ¥50, 
¥10, ¥5 and ¥1.

Voltage, power 


The voltage in Japan is 100V. The frequency is 
50/60Hz. A voltage transformer should be used with 
electronic items brought over from overseas. The 
double socket outlet is standard. 


Tap water 


Since Tokyo has the excellent water supply system, 
it is safe to drink straight tap water. 



Tax-free system 


The requirement for tax exemption is the purchase of general goods (electric 
appliances, clothing, accessories, etc.) worth over 5,000 yen at the same shop 
on the same day by the same person. For consumable goods (food, drinks, 
medicine, cosmetics, etc.), tax exemption applies for purchases above 5,000 
yen but below 500,000 yen at the same shop on the same day by the same 
person.

When in trouble during your stay 



If you have been involved in a traffic accident: 

First, calm down and dial 110. Tell them precisely when and where the 
accident happened along with your name, phone number, and car li¬ 
cense plate number. 



If you have been robbed, involved in an incident, etc: 

First, calm down and dial 110. Tell them precisely when and where the 
incident happened along with the situation of the damage, your name, 
phone number, etc. 






If you have become sick, injured, etc: 

If you have suddenly become sick or injured and require immediate 
assistance, call 119 right away. 

Healthcare Information 


If there is a fire: 

If you are in a shop, evacuate the premises in accordance with the 
instructions from the employees. If you are in a hotel, make an emer¬ 
gency call to 119 and evacuate through the emergency exit. 




If there is an earthquake: 

Hide under a table to protect yourself from falling objects until the 
shaking stops instead of rushing outside the building. Turn on the TV 
or radio and find out what the situation is. 



If you have become lost or have lost something: 

The “KOBAN” sign indicates a police box. Police boxes are located 
in crowded places such as train stations and downtown areas. Police 
officers are ready 24 hours a day to provide assistance.
